DUELS OF LONG AGO 


By Marquis James 
Duels—“meetings”, to employ 
the 
decorous language of the Code—were 
a recognized adjunct to 
intercourse 
among gentlemen in the United Stat­ 
es in 1838—and had been for a long 
time before, and continued to be for 
a leng time afterward. 
Of course, a 
certain amount 
of 
deploring 
was 
done. 
Meetings always were to 
be 
“regretted” and seconds were bound 
by the Code to “exhaust every amica­ 
ble means” of reconciling the princi­ 
pals, so that actually gentlemen nev­ 
er repaired to the field except when 
“necessary” to the 
maintenance 
of 
honor. 
In most States laws against 
dudltng appeared early—and before 
the practice died out all States had 
outlawed 
it. 
Legislation, 
however, 
ddi not stop duelling. 
To accept 
or 
send a challenge was punishable 
by 
disagreeable penalties. 
To 
slay 
a 
man in a duel was murder. 
But the 
history of hundreds of duels in Amer 
ica exhibits not one 
conviction 
for 
murder, and, I think, not to exceed 
four or five court actions of any kind. 
A number of duellists, however, like j 
Aaron Burr, destroyed themselves by 
their “victories”. 
But these hazards notwithstanding, 
during the duelling era only a 
few 
outstanding personages, other 
than 
clergymen, were 
able 
publicly 
to 
combat the practice and refuse chal­ 
lenges without losing caste as cow­ 
ards or cranks. The picturesque and 
many-sided Sam Houston, of Texas, 
strangely enough, was an influential 
anti-duellist. 
In 
his 
young 
days, 
when in Congress from Tennessee, he 
fought a duel with a prominent poli­ 
tician and seriously 
wounded 
him. 
Houston said that cured him. 
In the 
course of his stormy life he received 
several challenges. 
Some he declin­ 
ed with humor, 
some 
with 
irony, 
some with contempt. 
“I never fight 
down hill”, was one of his responses. 
Yet no sane man ever questioned Sam 
Houston’s personal courage 
or 
his 
readiness to 
face 
physical 
danger, 
sometimes on rather obscure occas 
ions. But he was a rarity. Taken all 
in all, there were occasions when 
gentleman had to fight. 
Ten paces, 
which 
is 
twenty-five 
feet, was the usual distance 
for 
a 
meeting and pistols the usual weap­ 
ons. 
Burr fought Alexander Hamil­ 
ton at that distance. 
Andrew Jack 
son killed Charles Dickinson at 
24 
feet. 
Captains Barron and Decatur, 
o fthe Navy, stood eight paces apart. 


as a convenience to Barron, who was 
near-sighted. 
The old flintlocks used 
in these encounters were murderous 
weapons when they hit. 
Burr 
and 
Hamilton fought with pistol j cf re g -1 
ulation duelling size. 
They were of 
English manufacture, sixteen inches 
long 
and 
fifty-two 
calibre. 
They 
would have given a modern marks- 
nan a lot of trouble, but everybody 
ised 
firearms 
then. 
With 
these 
•lumsy instruments the old time was 
is good a shot at close range as the 
iverage man is nowadays 
with the 
most improved weapon. 
On their way to settle their difficul­ 
ties Andrew Jackson 
and 
Charles 
Dickinson were 
to pass 
over 
the 
,ame route to the 
meeting 
ground, 
lear Adairville, Tennessee. 
Dickin­ 
son made it a point to go ahead. He 
•ntertained his seconds by placing an 
\ce of spades against a tree 
and 
sending four shots through the blacK 
;pot at twenty-four 
feet, cutting 
a 
>iece of twine at the same distance, 
ind so on. 
The evidences of 
these 
’eats 
of 
marksmanship 
were 
left 
where Jackson might see them when 
he came along. 
Dickinson was one 
of the best shots of his time, and he 
had spent weeks in practicing espec­ 
ially for this occasion. 
He thought 
he had everything figured out. Jack­ 
son wras a good shot, too, but not so 
good as Dickinson. 
Both wTere men 
of perfect courage. 
They were un­ 
speakably angry, eager to fight and 
ager to kill. 
By his remarks about 
Mrs. Jackson, Dickinson deliberately 
had invited the challenge, and boast­ 
ed of how he intended to get rid of 
Jackson. 
The duel 
took 
place 
in 
May of 1806. 
Jackson was a spare man, and wore 
loose-fitting coats so he would 
not 
look so slender. 
By the terms of the 
meeting, the pistols were to be held 
downward until the word fire, when 
each was privileged to draw and fire 
at will. 
Those were hard teimis. At 
the word Dickinson drew and 
fired 
instantly. He had practiced that shot 
i thousand times, and was as cer­ 
tain of himself as sunrise. 
A fleck 
of dust rose from the breast of Jack 
son’s coat, but not a muscle of 
his 
lean face moved. 
He slowly 
raised 
his pistol. 
Dickinson recoiled a step, horror- 
stricken. 
“My God, have I missed him ?” 
“On your mark, sir”, commanded 
Jackson’s second, presenting his pis­ 
tol at Dickinson. 
Pale as a ghost, Dickinson stepped 
to the line. 


Jackson aimed very deliberately at 
the lower part of Dickinson’s torso. 
He pulled, but the hammer stopped 
at halfcock. 
He drew it back, sight­ 
ed again and fired. 
Dickinson whirl­ 
ed about and sank to the ground. 
Not until then was 
it discovered 
that Jackson’s left boot was full of 
)lood. 
A bullet had passed through 
hsi body, just missing 
the 
heart. 
Dickinson’s aim had been perfectly 
rue. 
He simply had neglected to al- 
'ow for the loose-fitting coat. 
Jackson was the only duellist who 
>ecame President, but in 1842 Abra­ 
ham Lincoln was 
challenged 
by a 
antankerous young politician nam­ 
'd James Shields who, a few years la- 
fer, was to be given a chance to work 
>ff steam in the Mexican War. Lin 
•oln was in the Illinois 
Legislature 
Vhen Shields’ second 
delivered 
to 
hostile mesage he said he wanted to 
tell Lincoln, as a favor, that he had 
beter decline thsi duel because Shiells 
was a dangerous man and 
out 
for 
blood. 
Mr. Lincoln really should de 
line, even at the expense of a little 
"emporary humiliation. Lincoln must 
have been glad to get this informa 
lion, because he made such good use 
of it. 
In a couple of days Shields’ 
second had 
Mr. Lincoln’s 
note. 
He 
accepted the 
challenge, 
namnig as 
weapons “cavalry broadswords of the 
largest size”. 
The contestants were 
to stand toe-to-toe and whack away. 
But the bloodthirsty Shields allowed 
>utside parties to step in and com­ 
oose the difficulty otherwise. 
The selection of fearsome weapons 
lid not always have a happy result, 
however. 
In 1852 an 
army colonel 
•hose bowie knives 
for 
a 
meeting 
vvith a major. 
The latter 
accepted 
and was stabbed to 
death. 
Rapiers 
Aere widely used in Louisiana, 
re­ 
flecting the French influence. 
Two 
of the finest looking trees in Audubon 
Park, New Orleans, today are known, 
with 
historical 
correctness, as 
the 
Duelling Oaks. 
The classic bowie knife was an in 
vention of Jim Bowie, who is a le­ 
gend in the 
Southwest, 
where the 
name of man and knife is pronounc­ 
ed Boo-ey. Jim Bowie would fight on 
any occasion, 
on 
any 
pretext and 
with any weapons. 
He was a hand­ 
some blond giant, a man of education 
and polish and the restless spirit of 
an aristocratic Maryland, family. 
He 
appeared in the 
Southwest 
in 
the 
early 1820’s, dividing his time 
be 
tween the camps of the frontier and 
the fashionable society 
of 
French 
New Orleans. 
His movements

So he asked for a piece of soft pine, 
and as he lay in bed he diverted him- 
>elf by whittling out a pattern of a 
knife which, 
if 
handled 
properly, 
would wound only the man 
it 
was 
wielded against. 
A Natchez black 
smith named Blackman copied 
the 
model in steel, and that was the be 
ginning of the bowie knife. The date, 
for the information of collectors, is 
1827 
Jim Bowie is, as I say, a legend, 
ind on the subject of his eploits it is 
difficult to know what and what not 
to believe. Here is a story about him 
told by an 
old 
Mississippi 
River 
steamboat captain. It was the spring 
)f 1833, and a young gentleman 
of 
Natchez was returning 
from 
New 
York with his bride. They had been 
n their honeymoon. 
A number 
of 
planters about Natchez had entrust­ 
'd the young man with their collec 
tions, so on the way back on the pac­ 
ket Orleans, he carried about 
fifty 
thousand dollars in cash. 
At Louis­ 
ville a poker game was suggested and 
the young man sat in. 
River porker 
in those days usually was played with 
twenty cards—the face cards and 10- 
spots o fthe deck. After winning for 
a while our friend began to lose. He 
sent good money after bad until he 
had lost not only his own capital but 
nearly all of that of his neighbors. 
At Vicksburg 
a 
quiet, 
sedately 
dressed individual got on and began 
to watch the card game. 
In a few hours the bridegroom was 
cleaned out. 
The stranger offered to 
take 
his 
place. 
He 
played for 
a 
while, and presently an interesting 
set of hands was dealt. 
Bets 
were 
made, raised and reraised until there 
was one hundred thousand dollars in 
the pot. 
(That was a large pot, but 
there have been larger ones in 
the 
heyday of the high price of cotton 
and the Mississippi River steamboat 
gambling). 
The 
stranger 
reached 
out as if to make another bet, but in­ 
stead, quick as lightning, he seized 
the wrist of a player opposit him and 
compelled him to lay his cards. With­ 
out saying 
anything 
more 
Bowie 
scooped the money from the table in­ 
to his hat. 
The man he had caught cheating 
was a notorious professional gam­ 
bler. 
The other players were con 
federates. 
They objected, and some 
thing was said about a fight. 
The 
stranger said this 
would 
be agree­ 
able to him. 
With an oath the gam­ 
bler demanded whom he was to fight, 
anyway. 
Speaking as quietly as if 
he were in the presence of ladies the 
stranger said, “James Bowie 
Two of the gamblers were for call­ 
ing it off. 
But two others were will­ 
ing to risk a good deal for one hun­ 
dred thousand dollars. 
Bowie obtain 
ed a second and four of tiiem went 
up to the hurricane deck. It was one 
o’clock in the morning. The weapons 
were derringer pistols, the 
distance 
eighteen feet. The gambler shot first 
Bowie took aim. fired, and his man 
dropped, dead. 
The captain of 
the 
Orleans, who tells 
the 
story, says 
Bowie calmly blew the smoke out of 
hsi pistol, and going into the deserted 
ladies’ parlor, divided the money into 
three piles. 
One he kept. 
The oth­ 
er two he delivered to the victimized 
bridegroom, and left the steamerboat 
at the next stop before the story had 
a chance to get around 
among the 
passengers.
